The previously suggested list of booke 
to be read by every Komsomol— such as the leaders' biographies, the History of the 
Communist Party and others— has now been replaced by a recommendation of literature 
on foreign intelligence operations, particularly Minayev's book on American aeoret 
hostiiitiee against the USSR. That highly-publicized book, incidentally, paints 
the United States as the avowed enemy of the Soviet Union since its birth including 
xne World war Two period.
